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BALLSBRIDGE AND ROUND ABOUT IT. 
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GLIMPSES OF HISTORY. 


(By “L. H. B.”) 


ALLSBRIDGE at Horse Show would 
be a safe prescription to give to any- 
one troubled with depression of spirits. 
So stimulating would be the tonic that it 
might be necessary to limit the dose. 
With highly-strung folk a little would go 
a long way, while the less easily disturbed 
could absorb any amount of it without 
risk; but for one and all a cure might 
certainly be guaranteed. The place is 
never exactly dull, but to see it at Horse 
Show time is to be reminded of those 
great, ensembles on the stage of Drury 
Lane, when the stir and movement of 
crowds agreeably excite the emotions, 
when the eye is pleasantly conscious of 
light and colour, and the ear becomes 
aware that the blending of many sounds 
need not necessarily be noise. 

Thousands of people will throng Balls- 
bridge during this busy week. To some 
the surroundings will be the familiar 

experience of their daily lives ; others, re- 

visiting, will recall the thrill of a first 
delight. while to a few the glimpsing of 
the bridge across the Dodder will be the 
realisation of a happiness long looked 
forward to, and, let us hope, not lessened 
by possession. 

However bustling Ballsbridge may be 
to-day, it was a lonely enough district 
in the seventeenth century. Maps of that 
period show a somewhat solitary dwelling- 
house where the bakery now stands, and 
its name, Ball’s House, seems to indicate 
how the bridge came to be called. 
Between that residence and the city the 
only other building of importance was the 
Castle of Baggotrath, which stood where 
Upper Baggot street now That 
Castle’s story goes back to the twilight of 
local history, beginning with the early 
vears of the fourteenth century, when its 
owners were a family named _ Bagod. 
Those were times of raiding O’Byrnes and 
O’Tooles, who used to sweep down from 
the hills, and the Castle early became 
familiar with strife and the clash of arms. 
It witnessed gentle scenes as well, and 
women whose beauty keeps their name 
fragrant laughed and loved within its 
walls. 


DISTURBED AT SUPPER. 


Might was right then, and we are not 
wholly surprised to find a Chief Baron of 
the Exchequer taking possession of the 
Castle without much more justification 
than opportunity and the ability to avail 
himself of it.. Ho was a violent-tempered 
man, and could not imagine anyone 
daring to dispute his action. Without 
thought of any danger he sat at supper 
one late September evening in the year 
1442, but was rudely disturbed by the 
noise of a sudden tumult. Ere he was 
well aware, there had burst into. the 
dining-hall ‘‘men armed with swords, 
bows, lances and clubs,’’ led by William 
Fitzwilliam, who considered himself 
better entitled to the Castle than the 
Raron. That night’s affray ended in the 
Baron’s death, and again we are not 
surprised to learn that William Fitz- 
william was held blameless, and was 
confirmed in the ownership of Baggotrath. 

How long ago it seems! Henry VI. was 
making his feeble attempt at kingship 
then, and the Wars of the Roses were not 
far off. The Cast#¥€ watched while the 
‘Tudor axed and waned, and by 
the time when Charles Stewart was 
fighting his Parliament, the old walls 
were showing signs of the wear and tear 
of time, helped on by the battering of 
attack and defence on various occasions. 
Jn the year 1649 the occupants of Ball’s 
House well may have felt uneasy at the 
sound of real war close at hand; for a 
battle was going forward between 
Ormonde for the King and Jones for the 
Parliament, and Bagvotrath Castle was 
the key of its opening stages. That 
tussle ended in favour of the Parliament, 
but the Castle was so knocked about as 
to be worth no one’s while afterwards. 
The ruins lingered on till the early years 
of the last century. when the district 
began to be laid out for building, and the 
fame of Wellington gave names to some 
of the new roads then made. 


THE TURBULENT DODDER. 


It is hard to think of the orderly 
Dodder, whose waters are so moderate 
that, often as not, the Ballsbridge weir 
is a slope of dry stones, as a turbulent 
and destructive river. Yet its record is 
not too good, and life and property 
received scant consideration when it was 
in its angry moods. We are told that 
numbers of commonplace folk lost their 
Jives in trying to cross it, but its crowning 
offence was the sweeping away to death 
of Arthur Ussher, Esquire, son of Sir 
William Ussher, of Donnybrook Castle. 
This unfortunate gentleman essayed the 
passage of the ford at Donnybrook, but, 
“in the presence of many persons and of 
his nearest friends, both horse and foot, 
on both banks,’’ was carried away and 
drowned. That was in March, 1628. 

In the Universal Advertizer of the 18th 
June, 1754, we read that the ‘‘ damage 
occasioned by the heavy rain this day 
(14th June) and the preceding night 
exceeded anything of the like nature that 
can be remembered. The paper mill at 
Ball’s Bridge, with Mr. Grant’s improve- 
ments and a large quantity of stamped 
linens were borne away by the current.” 
As late as 1834 an inundation of the 
Dodder swept away a temporary bridge 
at Ballsbridge, flooded the neighbouring 
country, and did much damage to the 
buildings of the Dublin and Kingstown 
Railway. 

The river played even greater pranks 
when it got as far as Ringsend, wanting 
possibly to “show off’’ before losing. its 
identity in the bigger and more important 
Liffey. On the occasion of its being first 
bridged at Ringsend, it playfully changed 
its course, and left the new structure 
spanning nothing in particular. With 
much ado, it was forced back and made 
to flow under the bridge, but only for a 
while. Off again it went into a new 
channel, and there was nothing for it but 
to humour the unruly stream; so a 
temporary bridge was provided. 
Resenting this, the river rose in rebellion 
and swept away everything, stone and

wood together. Clearly such insubordina- 
tion called for vigorous treatment, and 
doughty Mr. Roe, of the Ringsend Salt 
Works, took the matter in hand. The 
year 1790 saw completed a bridge “in a 
very elegant style of architecture, and 
strong enough to resist any future accident 
of the elements except an earthquake.”’ 
That. ought to have put the Dodder in its 
place once and for all, and it certainly 
seemed that its wild spirit was tamed. 
For twelve years it behaved itself, and 
then, in 1802, it got a mad fit again, and 
whoop! the bridge that nothing short of 
an earthquake could shake, was shot off its 
foundations in spite of Mr. Koe’s 
grandiloquent boast. 


JOHN DAY. 


I do not suppose that anybody knows 
or cares that in the year 1728 John Day 
was Churchwarden of Old Donnybrook 
Church. Beyond that and one other 
trivial circumstance I know nothing about 
him. nor am I aware that any monument, 
headstone, or mural tablet commemorates 
his existence. It may safely be assumed 
that he was one of those ordinary folk, 
churchwardens and otherwise, whose 
walking-on parts in the comedy of life 
are too unimportant to justify their inclu- 
sion in time’s playbills. How then comes 
it that John Day has for two centuries 
defied the oblivion-bringer to erase his 
name from the printed page? Just this. 
He was unable to write and had to sign 
his\name in the parish register by making 
his mark. An illiterate churchwarden 
was, even then, somewhat of a novelty, 
and John Day found himself in the 
annals as a curiosity. What odd circum- 
stance may confer ‘asting notoriety ! 

Seen through the glamourous mists. of 
time the commonplace becomes the 
picturesque. A century or so hence, ‘some 
scribbler, taking those daily lives of ours 
as his theme, may, by the wizardry of 
words, give glow and colour to what seems 
io us dull and uninteresting. The 
trivialities that almost escape our 
attention, and the incidents we deem 
hardly worth relating when evening sees 
the “¢urtains drawn and the lamps 
lighted—these may furnish material for 
pen-pictures by and by, whose reading 
will make posterity sigh over our days as 
a romantic past. In the same way, for 
us, looking back, time softens the hard 
outline and throws its spell around people 
and their doings, till our glance grows 
wistful, and we cheat ourselves into 
thinking that life was more picturesque 
then than now. i 

We smile, perhaps, as. we read of, and 
wonder how many people went to see, a 
radish one and a quarter yards long and 
eleven and a uarter inches in circum- 
ference that in the month of September, 
1788 was on exhibition at Harrison’s 
Tavern in Ringsend. Comfortable in the 
security of our arm-chair, we thoroughly 
enjoy that lively occurrence at Balls- 
bridge in the autumn of 1799. In a post- 
chaise, bound for Bray, s:., Mr. Doyle, the 
Excise officer, and Mr. Southern, the 
Bray distiller. It was quiet even to 
loneliness, but what of that? Ruined 
Baggotrath Castle has been passed, and 
they are out on the main road when the 
chaise is halted and its occupants are 
invited to hand over whatever they have 
about them. The Exciseman is prompt 
with his answer in the shape of a dis- 
charge from his blunderbuss, but the 
weapon of Mr. Southern, who tries to 
reply in the same fashion. misses fire. 
The highwaymen have arms, too. and 
they use them, and the end of it is our 
two Bray-bound travellers are robbed and 
badly beaten. 


SWIFT AND STELLA, 


Still in the eighteenth century we note 
two people, man and woman, enter a 
hackney coach hear St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral, and we follow them till thev 
alight in St. Stephen’s Green. There are 
no houses along their road after that, as 
they foot it together out to Donnybrook 
to partake of the hospitality of Lord 
Mayor Stoyte and his family in Donny- 
brook Castle. Cards are part of the 
entertainment, and we can well imagine 
the trepidation with which the lady of 
the hackney coach will hear her friend 
say whatever was the equivalent of ‘I'll 
leave it to you, partner,” of that period. 
Dean Swift was not one to excuse blunders 
even in card-playing, and, if Stella 
engineered her hand badly, she was likely 
to be made aware of it on that long road 
home. How cosy and comfortable seems 
our fireside as we sit and ponder over 
it all, and ask ourselves if he was cross 
or gentle, and did the evening end fair 
or foul? If I send you back to the 
‘Journal to Stella’’ to read all about 
it, I shall have done no harm. 

Ballsbridge and round about it—there, 
as everywhere else, romance peeps from 
the ordinary if only we will look for it. 
Into the front wall of a rather common- 
place and time-stained cottage, not very 
far from the Show grounds, is let a small 
marble slab with the name“ Lebasi 
Cottage ' on it. I had passed and re- 
passed it hundreds of times without 
noticing anything in the rather peculiar 
word, till one day I read it backward, and 
there was “Isabel.” We must not grow 
sentimental, but it is a fair conjecture 
that the cottage was where some young 
pair began their dream of happiness, and 
this may have been his pretty way of 
giving their home her name. Let us hope 
that the dream lasted and that the place 
was really home to the last. 

We know not if it is permitted to tha 
shadows to revisit scenes once familiar. Tf 
it be, with what wonder must they behold 
the stir and movement where once it was 
quiet and far out in the country. A 
cosmopolitan crowd it surely is that 
gathers there. The fame of the festival 
has travelled wide, and they come to it 
from lands strange and far off. Nor do 
they come in vain; for there will be found 
all that makes our great social function 
one of the notable events of any place or 
any time, and there, too, will be met all 
those who thrill at seeing a modern Harry 
vault into his seat to ‘‘ witch the world 
with noble horsemanship.”

A Destroyer in Dublin 


A Donegal ‘Resort 
Isaac ‘Butt 


H.M.S. Sea Wolf. 


It was good to see the White Ensign in 
Kingstown Harbour yesterday, when 
H.M $. Sea Wolf, one of the destroyers 
that are stationed in the Free State 
Treaty ports, came to anchor at No. 2 
Buoy. The Sea Wolf is paying an un- 
official visit to Dublin for the Horse 
Show, and will be in Kingstown Harbour 
for the rest of the week. Her skipper 1s 
Commander Hughes, one of the finest 
types of Navy man, who fought at Jut- 
land, and is one of the coming men in 
the Service. Commander Hughes is very 
popular in Queenstown and Glengarriff, 
off which his ship is stationed every alter- 
nate week. He and his Officers already 
have been overwhelmed with invitations 
in Dublin, and are looking forward with 
much pleasure to their stay. The Sea 
Wolf is the first British war vessel that 
has appeared in Kingstown since that 
never to be forgotten day when Admiral 
Fox took Sir Nevil Macready back to 
England more than seven years ago. Her 
officers and men are assured of a hearty 
welcome from a city whose naval tradi- 
tions can compare favourably with those 
of almost any other city in the Empire.

It is curious that almost every writer 
who attempts to reproduce an Irishman’s 
accent comes to grief on the long “e”' 
sound. Mr. Jim Tully, in his latest excellent 
book, ‘‘ Shanty Irish,’’ is no exception to 
the rule. Opening at random, I find, 
within the compass: of a single page, 
“‘fayt’’ for “feet, ‘‘slape.’’ for ‘‘sleep,’’ 
“indade’’ for “indeed,” ‘‘praist’’ for 
“priest,” all of which, to my knowledge, 
are vilely inaccurate. The Irishman, 
however, does say “hate” for ‘‘neat,’’ 
“aisy” for “eas” “repale’’ for 
'““repeal,” etc. There is an apparent in- 
consistency. 

I venture to suggest as a 
solution that English long “e” 
in which an “a” appears, become ‘ ay’’ 
sounds in the Irish anouth. Thus we 
actually find “'feet,” ‘‘sleep,’’ “priest ’’ 
(where there is no silent “a” in the 
English), but ‘‘nate,” ‘‘aisy,’’ ete. 
(where English has a silent ‘a’’),. 
Writers in dialect are welcome to the 
suggestion as a reasonably safe working 
rule.

County Donegal boasts many beautiful 
seaside resorts, but none, I think, can 
surpass in the loveliness of its scenery the 
little fishing village of Portnoo, on the 
West Coast. Its tiny harbour lies snugly 
hidden beside the sheltering peninsula of 
Dunmore Head, while on the north side 
it is protected from the fury of the 
Atlantic by the long, low island of Innis- 
keel, 

The village itself consists of but a few 
whitewashed cottages, a post office, and a 
surprisingly large hotel. Behind these 
rises a heathery hill, from whose summit 
can be seen no fewer than eleven lakes 
which flash and sparkle in the <_nlight. 
Beside the harbour the shore is lined with 
great black, shiny rocks, but not far from 
the village these rocks give way to a sandy 
beach, which stretches its golden glory 
for three miles along the coast. 


Inniskeel Island. 


The Island of Inniskeel is little known 
by anyone save those acquainted with the 
west coast of County Donegal, but the 
people who live near it visit its shores 
constantly in order to make a pilgrimage. 
When the tide is out there is a dry 
passage between the island and the si.. e 
across which the people walk. On reach- 
ing the island the pilgrims go barefoot 
around the stone cairns which stand op 
the north side, reciting prayers while 
doing so. They visit the stone altar on 
which Cardinal O’ Donnell said Mass many 
years ago, and end by making an entire 
circuit of the island in their bare feet. 

This pilgrimage 1s believed by the 
country people to cure ills, and never a 
dav passes in the summer time without 
several pilgrims crossing to the island. 


Isaac Butt. 


Mr. Frank MacDonagh, a popular Irish 
journalist in London, has been engaged 
for some time on a biography of Isaac 
Butt, Parnell’s predecessor in the leader- 
ship of the Irish Party at Westminster, 
and the book is now almost ready for 
publication.

The New G.P.O. 
Life Belts. 


“Ghe Reconstructed G.P.O. 


The latest criticism of the reconstructed 
General Post Office in Dublin comes from 
An Dion, the monthly organ of the Post 
Office Workers’ Union. In its editorial 
notes this month the journal says: “ The 
exterior of the building on the ground in 
front is drab, and the entrances are 
neither spectacular nor suitable. Two 
smal] doors, through which two persons 
could walk (abreast) only with difficulty, 
is hardly the kind of entrance one expects 
to see to the G.P.O. in the capital of the 
Free State, and the future headquarters 
of the Post Office Administration. The 
windows in front of the building are of 
commonplace pattern, while the ‘ muffed ’ 
glass windows give the front of the build- 
ing a positively dirty appearance.” 

The paper says that a little imagination 
on the part of those responsible would 
have made all the difference, and suggests 
that an opportunity has been sadly 
missed. Public opinion, I think, will 
agree wholeheartedly with the writer of 
this comment. With regard to the two 
small doors. it has been sarcastically 
suggested that one was intended for those 
who wished to buy twopenny stamps, and 
the other for those who were investing only 
in halfpenny and penny stamps. 


A ‘Distinguished Irish Scientist. 


Sir Charles Parsons, one of the leading

Life Beits. 


Most of our Irish watering places are 
quite inadequately provided with life 
belts, which, if not readily grasped by a 
drowning man, yet may enable an 
indifferent swimmer to go to his aid. 

The west coast is notoriously dangerous 
to incautious bathers, by reason of the 
strong back-wash, against which they 
cannot fight if they are foolish enough to 
go out too far; yet, only in one western 
resort have I seen a life belt, and that 
hung so high that I often wondered how 
one would get at it in case of an 
emergency. The east coast is not without 
its dangers, though the waves seem so 
tame in comparison with the great 
Atlantic rollers, For some distance south 
of Dublin the beach shelves very steeply, 
and a non-swimmer may find himself out 
of his depth before he realises what has 
happened, 

There is a certain bit of beach not far 
from the city that is becoming inéreasingl v 
popular with bathers; for, beyond the 
inevitable stones, it offers a nice stretch 
of firm sand that is never uncovered. A 
winding lane leads to the shore, and the 
last bit consists of a slither down the face 
ol a small cliff, where a few concrete steps 
would make an enormous difference. 
Quite five hundred yards from the sea, 
heside the lane, a gate lodge bears the 
following helpful notice :—‘‘ In case of an 
accident, apply for a life belt to the lodge- 
keeper.” Could anything be more futile 
than that?

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“MR. G. B. SHAW’S 
PULITICS. 


AIMS OF A SOCLALIST 
GOVERNMENT, 
O— 


Mr. George Bernard Shaw yesterday ao. 
dressed the Independent Labour Party's 
Summer School at Digswell Park, Welwyn 
(Herts.}. Stating that he became a Socialist 
as the result of reading the works of Karl 
Marx, he said that he was a fairly strong 
Socialist now, but there was not the slightest 
guarantee that in two or three years time he 
might not be a rabid Conservative. 
(Laughter. ) 

Mr. Shaw went on to speak of the results 
of the last General Election in Great Britain. 
The Labour Party, he said, was not exactly 
popular, as the great mass of the people had 
not become Socialists; but people voted 
Labour because the other parties were. so 
hopeless. ‘The Conservatives had quite a 
respectable programme, and a good st of 
legislation, but, unfortunately, no one knew 
or cared anything about any of the measures 
the Government had passed. By the neglect 
of window-dressing the late Government con- 
trived to convey an expression of chiidishness 
and ignorance, which resulted in the Govein- 
ment being completely discredited at thie 
election. The Communist Party he described 
as still dreaming and talking a lot of rubbish 
about the revolutionary working classes, and 
said that while Communists foolishly ac 
cepted Russian money, and were continually 
in conflict with the common-sense community, 
their candidates would continue to forfeit 
their deposits at elections. 

The extinction of the Liberal Party was 
more apparent than real, as they were the 
victims of the present electoral system. 
Nevertheless, Liberals were not inspired, as 
they consisted half of Liberals who pre- 
viously voted Conservative, and half of 
Liberals who were under Communistic in- 
fluence. 

ABOLITION OF STRIKES. 

** A really Socialist Government,” said Mr. 
Shaw, ‘‘ would not permit a strike, as idle- 
ness would be the one thing that would not 
be tolerated; and in that fact lies the pos- 
sibility of a split with the trade unions. The 
bulk of trade unionists joined their uniou for 
direct self-protection, and they have never 
studied society as the Socialist has done. 
Roughly, the Trade Unionist side of the 
movement is ignorant and the Socialist side 
of the movement is scientific.’’ 

The goal of Socialism Mr. Shaw described 
as ‘“‘ distribution,’ and said that no State 
could be stable unless distribution was good. 
A Socialist Government could regulate work- 
ing hours by instituting a four hours’ working 
day, which was the solution of the unemploy- 
ment problem, and it could nationaljse the 
coal industry.

ARKOWE PARK, Monday. 

The Irish Free State contingent to-day 
made the most of the opportunity to impress 
its nationality on the boys of the world 
gathered together at the Jamboree by pro- 
ducing the Irish pegeant, ' The Coming ot 
Fionn.” The crowd that watched the perform- 
ance was, perhaps, tl:e largest that has ever 
witnessed an Irish pageant, and on“ Fionn’s ' 
ultimate victory over “ Lia,’’ a Lord of Con- 
nacht, and the start of the journey to Tari 
the huge concourse of. people applauded! 
loudly. 

THE STORY OF THE PAGEANT. 

The pageant opens with the boys scattered 
over the wide arena playing Ireland's national 
game of hurley. “Fionn” comes to the 
fringe of the pitch with his tutors, who, hav- 
ing set him on his path, bid him farewell. The 
ball rolls to the feet of Demna—he has not 
then been named “ Fionn,” and carried away 
by excitement, he snatched the stick from the 
player and plays the ball himself, charging 
through the game. So skilfully does he play 
that no player can hold him until he has 
scored. Enraged, the players bear down on 
him, and ‘‘Demna’’ fights his way through 
the mob. He draws his sword, and returns 
io his tutors. who have watched the fray. 
Subsequently the players make signs of sub 
mission to ‘‘ Demna,’’ and beg him to become 
their leader. ‘‘ Demna’”’ agrees, and they raise 
their weapons and cry, “ Fionn! Fionn!” 
—‘*Demna’s’’ new name. The spy, ‘‘ Goli 
Mac Morna,” who has been hiding in the 
woods, steals up to “ Fionn’s’’ tutors, and in 
quires if ** Fionn’’ is the son of “ Cumhal,’’ 
who had been killed in battle with his rivals, 
“Lia of Connacht” and “Goll of Clan 
Morna.” The women run to tell “ Fionn” of 
his dapger, and the youths swear to protect 
their leader. After bidding farewell to the 
women '' Fionn” and his band see the army 
of “Lia” returning from battle, their lont 
including emblems of leadership that had 
belonged to ‘‘Fionn’s’” father. They have 
also a captive woman, who escapes, and sees 
‘*Fionn’s’’ protection. 

BATTLE ARRAY. 

Two warriors sent by “Lia” to ask the 
return of the woman are slain by ‘ Fionn,” 
and a great battle ensues. ‘‘Fionn’’ kills 
“ Lia” in single combat, thus avenging his 
father’s death. The followers of “Lia” flee 
and leave slaves and tribute with “ Fionn.” 
Later ‘‘Fionn’’ comes across ‘‘ Crimmal,’’ 
the brother of ‘‘Cumbhal.’’ On revealing his 
identity ‘“‘Crimmal’’ puts his dead brother's 
insignia on “Fionn.” The captive woman 
is given slaves and treasures and sent on her 
way. Then “ Crimmal ” and his companions 
make submission to “ Fionn,” and the young 
and old in one band set out for Tara, where 
“Cormac MacAirt’’ reigns as the High 
King, to demand for “ Fionn ” the rights of 
his father’s son. 

A BLAZE OF COLOUR. 

The performance was given with great 
spirit and verve, and the bright costumes 
of the players in the bright sunshine made 
the show a blaze of colour. 

The characters were piped on to the field 
by the pipe band of the Greystones Troop, 
and at the conclusion of the pageant thou- 
sands of people gathered round the stadium 
clapped enthusiastically, while the Sconts

MOTOR ACCIDENTS, 


ONE CONTRIBUTORY 
CAUSE.

Captain W. Gordon Aston, in an article 
in the /rish Field, mentions that in the 
British Isles the fatal accidents on the public 
highway ‘‘ amount to the appalling figure 
of seventeen per day.” “I will not go so far 
as to suggest that I have discovered a means 
of wiping out that death Troll,” he says; 
“but I am certain of this—that I can 
specify the form of error of judgment (and 
accidents spring from errors of judgment of 
some kind or another) which is responsible 
for a by no means negligible fraction of 
these deplorable mishaps. 

“I may as well at once say that it is, in 
my opinion, in the incapability of the driver 
to form an estimate of the width of his 
car, Within a week, in the region of old- 
fashioned, narrow lanes, I had not once, but 
dozens of times, to pull my car to the ex- 
treme side of the road, so that ferns and 
brambles were pushing their way through 
the windows, in order to let another 
vehicle go by. Sometimes I could not give 
it a vast amount of room, for the simple 
reason that an extravagant degree of space 
was not available, but I think that in 
every case there was more than enough for 
the other driver. 

‘*Now, | noticed in almost every instance 
that he or she (and I am not going to 
make any invidious sex distinctions) was 
very chary about committing the car to the 
Opening provided, ‘On several occasions | 
had to get ont and assure them that it 
would be entirely their own fault if a mud- 
guard was scraped. Two or three times 
I was frankly dishelieved, the other man re- 
fusing to credit the statement that there was 
plenty of room to get by. Of course. 
eventually he did get by, and, when he did 
an, he left two clear feet of road in his near 
side 


TRICKS OF VISION. 


‘This sort of thing happened so fre- 
quently, indeed, I could almost say, so in- 
variably, that it was impossible not to draw 
an eloquent deduction from it, which dedue- 
tion I have plainly put down. Let us then 
see how it arises, and what is the cause of 
it. The driver sits on the right-hand side 
of his vehicle. A lime drawn from his eve 
to the top of the off-side front mudguard 
(and it is always the mudguards which give 
us something to steer by) will, if extended, 
meet the road about eighteen inches to the 
outside of the offside wheel. Per contra. a 
line similarly drawn from the driver's eve 
to the tip of the near-side mudguard wil! 
meet the road a good couple of yards to the 
left of the near-side wheel. It is in this 
circumstance that the deception lies. It 
causes the driver to think he is right up 
against the edge of the road. whereas. in 
point of fact, he is several feet away from 
it. 

“ Now, it would be absurd to suggest that 
this inahility to make allowance for a trick 
of vision—for that, after all, is what it is 
is the mark of the novice driver. I have 
ample evidence that the fault applies also 
to the driver of long experience. Several of 
his kind, to my knowledge, have jibbed at 
driving a touring car through a space that 
would have given room, and to spare. for a 
huge motor coach. Curiously enough, the 
coach driver is very much bolder about the 
negotiation of narrow passages, but the 
reason for this is simple enough. Because 
he sits so much higher than the driver of the 
touring car he gets a view-point that is a 
great deal less deceiving. In connection 
with motor omnibuses and lorries. etc.. one 
notices the same thing in congested town 
traffic.

HISTORIC NORTHERN 
CHURCH. 

A special Service after its renovation was 
held in Bright Church, Co, Down. The 
sermon was preached by the Dean of Down, 
and Viscount Bangor read the lessons. 

Speaking from Isaiah, Chapter 51, v. 1 and 
2, the Dean referred to the lesson of the 
prophet to the exiles, and spoke of the vaiue 
of looking back and learning the lessons of 
the past. There was something not easily 
defined, but very real, that helped them to 
worship in places where prayers had gone 
forth to God for hundreds of years. ‘The 
arish church of Bright was one of the ojdest 
cedations in Áine 


bishopric. 

Again, in the stirring days of John de 
Courcy the church of Bright was confirmed to 
the See of Down. In the taxation of Pope 
Nicholas III. it was valued at eight marks. 
It was destroyed by the followers of Edward 


Bruce, when the church and all who fled into 


it for refuge were burned together. 

By the charter of James I. in 1609 Bright 
was assigned to the Deanery of Down. The 
present church was built by Patrick Delaney, 
ape of Down, in 1745. In 1813 Dean 
Annesley, taking advantage of a privilege 
conferred by Parliament, formed the parish 
into a perpetual curacy. 

In 1834 the rectory was dissociated from 
the deanery, and became a separate benefice, 
which it remained till a few years ago, when 
under the Minimum Stipend Act it was united 
to the parish of Balee. 

There was a generous offering, which was 
towards the recent improvements at the 
rectory.

OAK TOTEM POLES. 


At the close five totem poles, made from 
branches of British oak trees twelve hundred 
years old, were presented by the Chief Scout 
to the contingents from Canada, Australia, 
South Africa, New Zealand and India.

In view 
of the huge increase of the motoring com- 
munity and its huge contributions to the 
upkeep of the roads, it is high time that 
the motoring laws shall be revised. The 
motorist’s worst, enemy is the reckless 
driver. As matters stand at present, the 
penalties for offences against the existing 
laws are not nearly heavy enough. Day 
after day men—and women—who by their 
carelessness fall foul’ of the law, escape 


they are encouraged to continue their 
careers of criminal ‘folly. The horrid 
catalogue of accidents. which has been 
registered during the last few days ought 
to convince the most casual citizen of the 
urgent necessity for a ‘‘ tightening-up.’’ of 
thelaw. Every experienced motorist knows 
that ninety-five per cent. of accidents 
are due to sheer carelessness, and careless- 
ness in charge of a motor car ought to be 
at least, as great a crime as drunkenness. 
The. motering community itself ought. to 
press for a revision of the law. For every 
one careless driver there are a dozen who 
realise that the man or woman who plays 
tricks with a motor car is a fool, if not, 
indeed, a scoundrel, and that the general 
public ought to be protected against 
such people. Dublin seems to suffer par- 
ticularly from the vagaries of reckless 
drivers, and there is not a decent user of 
the road who would not rejoice in their 
drastic punishment. 


Land Tenure. 


‘Give a man secure possession of bleak 
rock and he will turn it into a garden.” 
This dictum of Arthur Young has not 
been verified in Ireland. Under a system 
of land tenure that was reviled by many 
generations Ireland was populous. Under 
that system wide regions of bleak, stony 
country were reclaimed and made to sup- 
port large and happy families. Then the 
demand for peasant ownership of the soil 
was gratified. The land was committed 
to the possession of those who tilled it, 
and nothing was left in Ireland of the 


landlord system save, in the language of 
name. What

followed? The ‘“ bleak 
had been subdued to the cultivation of 
crops and the sustenance of cattle; did it 
now flourish as Young’s garden of 
promise? To these inquiries a sufficiently 
sorrowful answer may be obtained in an 
hour’s drive through any part of the 
countryside. Where the land is richest, 
houses will be found to be the fewest. In 
easy reach of the great city markets, 
fields will be seen overgrown by thistles 
or rushes. In the more populous rural 
districts of the West veritable processions 
of emigrant youth will be seen on the way 
to the ports, and the old folk will foretell 
the speedy reproduction of the desolate 
expanses of the East. In a word, owner- 
ship of the soil has been followed by 
flight from the soil. Post hoc ergo propter 
hoc is an inference that logicians con- 
demn; but if ownership has not caused 
the flight, at least the flight proves that 
ownership does not ensure fruitfulness. 
Not in the system of land tenure does the 
secret of prosperous farming lie. 
A writer in The Spectator 
Young’s saying with 
deducgs from it a lesson for England. 
He condemns the notion that agriculture 
can be made to thrive by protective 
duties. While the present division of the 
land in England continues, with vast 
farms that are worked by wage-earning 
labourers, protection at best can but in- 
crease a little the demand for the toil of 
a few landless workers, dwelling in mean 
cottages. All experience in the old world 
shows that the big farm no longer is 
economic, and that it never can pay to 
labourers wages which will divert good men 
from industrial employment. The solution 
proposed by the writer in The Spectator is 
the division of large farms into family

Why, the writer 
asks, should not the Danish example be 
copied in Britain? He may be right in 
believing that, “if in England we could 
open up the land so that it might be 
bought in reasonable portions at reason- 
able prices for any reasonable purpose, 
prosperity such as Denmark is enjoying 
might be ours.’’ Small-holders in Eng- 
land, thriven so 
remarkably as to confirm this hope. The 
explanation of Danish success must be 
sought in two facts. In the first place, 
public effort. is directed to the cultivation 
of a farming polity. In the second place, 
the farming population is devoted to its 
manner of life and dedicates thereto study, 
energy and co-operation. In England 
agriculture suffers by the rivalry of the 
industrial tradition. In Ireland it suffers 
by the absence of the will to succeed 
among the farming people. Not untypical 
was that farmer’s wife who withdrew her 
son from school at the earliest permissible 
age, and said: ‘‘ Why should we keep 
Johnny at the desk when he could be 
working in the fields? He needs no more 
schooling; for he will only become a 
farmer and, perhaps, chairman of the 
county council, like his father before 
him.”

For generations the lost continent of 
Atlantis has furnished romantic novelists 
with endless themes. A more serious view 
of this question is presented by the extra- 
otdinary kinship in ancient folklore be- 
tween peoples divided by countless miles 
of ocean. The story of the flood in the 
Book of Genesis finds its counterpart in 
ancient Aztec and Maya tradition. Other 
similarities of this sort have defeated 
hitherto the ingenuity of the historian, 
and it may well be that, when the waves 
give up their secrets, many problems, at 
present obscure, will be solved. . The 
British Isles are not without their lost 
land. All students of Cornish legend know 
how Squire Tressilian, by the heroic 
efforts of his horse, escaped the storm 
that laid old Lyonesse beneath the waves. 
Even now the native fishermen, in calm 
days, profess to see, between the Scillies 
and St. Michael’s Mount, the remains of 
old churches under the blue waters. It 
is possible that behind these far-flung 
legends there is a substratum of truth, 
and that the real explanation of Babel is 
the encroachment of the ocean. 
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Sport and Life. 


President Cosgrave has drawn a parallel 
between golf and politics. ‘‘I under- 
stand,” he said, “that the people who 
play golf are like the men and women 
who are in politics”. Who shall doubt 
him? The royal and ancient game 
has afforded balm to harrassed monarchs, 
and until the present day has pro- 
vided a background for the gravest 
political decisions. Between the tenth and 
eleventh tees questions affecting the future 
of millions have been solved. Further- 
more, it would be absurd to cavil at such 
surroundings. Few games demand greater 
concentration, and in none other is 
ebullient emotionalism more fatal. That 
old idea that important matters can be 
settled only round a table by men seated 
on artistically uncomfortable’ chairs, 
frowned on from the wall by august pre- 
decessors, is preposterous. The versatility 
of an Alcibiades could not fail to be 
warped by so terrific an environment. 
Whether or not the story of Drake and his 
captains, amiably playing bowls on 
Plymouth Hoe while they awaited King 
Philip’s Armada, is true, it is certainly a 
fact that a proclivity of this sort kept the 
Duke of Medina Sidonia from a successful 
landing on English shores. To the 
English-speaking peoples sport always has 
been essential. So keen was this passion 
that Edward III. was compelled to issue 
an edict against the game of football on 
the ground that it interfered with archery. 
We know now that the Battle of Waterloo 
was not won on the playing fields of Eton, 
but it is these arenas of sporting youth 
that enable illgpaid Collectors and 
Governors to control vast tracts inhabited 
by savage races. Indeed, Mr. Cosgrave's 
encomiums on golf may be extended to all 
sport, and men can learn from games that 
sense of proportion and good temper which 
alone makes a contented nation.

A Transport “ Record.’ 


During the week-end holiday traffic by 
motor ‘bus has. beaten all previous

The fiving 
squad is an extremely efficient body «of 
men; but numerically it is inadequate to 
deal with the epidemic of crime from 
which the Metropolis is suffering. It is 
intended,. if possible, to double this 
particular force, and to reorganise it with 
light cars, which, if necessity demands. 
may work up to seventy miles per hour 
in a chase. Unfortunately, the flying 
squad, despite professional excellence an:

THE JUMPING COURSE. 

The quietest part of the grounds was the 
famous jumping course, over which a 
solitary workman wended his leisurely way 
putting the final touches to the jumps and 
seeing with the practised eye of eighteen 
years’ experience that nothing had been 
left undone: He expressed the opinion 
that the course was never in better con- 
dition and that it was “ready for some 
grand sport.” . 

The rows of brilliant wallflowers that 
edged the boundary wall at the bottom of 
the great Anglesea Stand made a vivid 
splash of colour to contrast with the rich 
green of the jumping enclosure itself. 

In the quarters where the horses and 
grooms of the competing military teams 
are accommodated animals and men rested, 
with a stalwart Civic Guard to ensure 
that no person intruded upon them. 

Outside the Royal Dublin Society’s 
premises at Ballsbridge crowds lined the 
footpaths to watch the newly-arriving 
horses being brcught from the special rail- 
wav siding to their stables. The Civic 
Guards held up the traffic to allow the 
strings of horses to cross the road. 


MR. BOHANE INTERVIEWED. 

“The horses are now coming in hourly,’’ 
said Mr. Bohune, Director of the Royal 
Dublin Society, -n an interview with an 
lrish Times representative, “and up to 
the present not a single hitch has occurred 
to mar in any way the prospects of a

THE RAINFALL. 


“The heavy rain has been really 
what was required to make our rings and 
jumping enclosure perfect, and, whilst we 
are hoping that there will not be any 
further rainfall until after the close of 
the Show, we arc so up-to-date that we 
have special waterproof coverings to pro- 


tect the banks from excessive rain, which 
would tend to. make them slippery and 
dangerous. This provision is in keeping 
with first-class cricket courses, but hitherto 
has been quite unknown in connection 
with any show gathering. 

“The exhibitors, especially those who 
have only just arrived, are loud in their 
praises of the many innovations and im- 
provements for the comfort of horses and 
attendants which have taken place since 
last year. We were never so forward in 
our preparations, and at present we are 
giving our attention to the smallest 
details, so that nothing whatever may be 
overlooked.”’ 

ATTENDANCE PROSPECTS. 

Asked as to the prospective attendance, 
Mr. Bohane raid: “We hope to exceed 
the 100,000 mark. and. cranted fair 
weather, we should be able to do this 
easily. Eight thousand reserved seats 
have been booked up for the season, which 
is something extraordinary, while the 
grand stand proper has been booked up for 
several months. But it would not be 
possible to meet these requirements to-day 
if it were not for the Anglesea Stand, 
which was constructed at a cost of £35,000. 
The provision of this guarantees the 
attendance of those who would only come if 
they had a reasonable opportunity of view- 
ing the many attractive features in 
comfort. 

“I am confident that visitors to the 
Show, no matter from what part of the 
world they may come, will be satisfied that 
there is only one Ballsbridge and only one 
Dublin Horse Show.” :

Looking séawards, 
he saw the three brothers facing the 
beach, but making no progress, and he 
concluded that they were in difficulties.

TALK OF PURTHER

Delegates of the Operative Spinners’ 
_ Amalgamation met in Manchester 
i yesterday and rejected by a substan- 
tial majority the recommendation 
that the Executive Council should he 
empowered to negotiate with the 
employers and obtain the best terms 
possible. The situation, therefore, is 
regarded as worse than that which 
existed a fortnight ago, when Sir 
Horace Wilson, of the Ministry of 
Labour, got into touch with the con- 

_ tending parties. 

The employers are ready to negotiate, but 
only on the basis of wage-reduction, 
which they regard as essential if they 
are to te: successfully in the 
world’s markets. 

Late last night it was stated that in view 
of the latest development, Lord Derby 
might be asked to act as mediator 
between the parties. 
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A .QUICK DECISION, 


MANY TAKEN BY SURPRISE. 


The delegates’ decision was reached 
within twenty minutes. It came as a 
Surprise to those who had entertained 
hopes of an early settlement. 

The spinners were ready to negotiate on 
the principle of ‘a wage-reduction before 
the respective attitudes of their fellow- 
workers in the Weavers and Cardroom 
Operatives’ Amalgamation Jed to a break- 
down of conferences with the employers. 

All that the Executive Council of the 
Spinners’ Amalgamation how sought from 
the members was a renewal of the power 
which they had then possessed. This re- 
commendation was made at a meeting cf 
the delegates last Wednesday, and an 
adjournment was made “in order to refer 
the question to the districts. During the 
week-end the districts were busily voting 
on the recommendation, and’ by noon 
vesterday it is known that the prospects 
were definitely against the course which 
the Executive advised. The last district 
Association to vote was that of Oldham, 
which decided by a fairly large majority 
against the Executive's recommendation. 
This, with Bolton’s previously recorded 
votes in opposition, was sufficient to turn 
the balance against the proposal to re-open 
negotiations. Oldham and Bolton have 
80 delegates between them out of a total 
in the Amalgamation of 150, Oldbam hav- 
ing 50 and Bolton 30. As several other 
important districts, such as Stockport, 
were also opposed to the recommendation, 
the result of the delegate meeting was a 
foregone ocncJusicn. 


A QUICK. DECISION. 


The delegates met in the upper hall cf 
a large Sunday School, situated among the 
cotton and shipping warehouses of Lever 
street. As the views of the districts were 
already known there was little to discuss ; 
all that was done was formally to receive 
the reports from the districts, and then 
take a vote of the delegates present. The 
vote was by show of hands, each delegate 
voting according to his mandate, and the 
value of his vote being in proportion to 
the number of members in his Association. 

The result was conveyed officially to the 
Press by. Mr. H. Boothman, General 
Secretary, in the following terms :— 

‘The meeting has, by a substantial 
majority, turned down the Executive 
Council’s recommendation that it should 
be empowered to negotiate the best terms 
possible.”’ 

Asked how the districts voted respec- 
tively, Mr. Boothman’s only reply was to 
indicate that the votes of the largest pro- 
vinces—Oldham and Bolton—weighed con- 
siderably in the result. “ No turther 
meeting has been fixed,” he added. “It 
has been suggested that we are like 
Micawber, ‘ waiting for something to turn 
up.” 

Inguiries by a Press Association repre- 
sentative last night showed that the posi- 
tion reswlting from the vote of thespinners 
delegates was regarded as a complete 
deadlock. 

The situation at the beginning if the 
second week ef the stoppage, which has 
thrown nearly. half. a million operatives 
idle, is now considered to be worse than 
that which existed a fortnight ago, when 
Sir Horace Wilson, Permanent Secretary 
of the Ministry of Labour, established 
contact with the parties to the dispute. 
The operatives had voted against a specific 
proposal by the employers of a reduction 
in wages of 12.82 per .cent.. or about 
2s. 64d. in the £. The vote of the spinners 
now is against negotiation on any reduc- 
tion in wages. -In this they seem to fall 
into line with the weavers, who have main- 
tained complete opposition to negotiations 
on the basis of a wage reduction. 

The spinners’ vote is also considered 
likely to strengthen the card-room onera- 
tives against any early re-opening of 
negotiations. The Card-room peratives’ 
Executive met on Thursday last, and de- 
cided “to take no further actions for the 
present.” 


EMPLOYERS' ATTITUDE. 


The employers, on their part, have 
maintained. throughout an attitude of 
readiness to re-open negotiations, but only 
on the basis of a wage reduction.

RESTORING EUROPE 
‘TO NORMAL PEACE.

_ The Times of to-day observes in a lead- 
ing article:—The importance of the Con- 
ference that opens this morning at The 
Hague is convincingly shown by the 
composition of the delegations attending 
it. Three Cabinet Ministers are the prin- 
cipal representatives of this country; 
three countries will be represented by 
their Prime Ministers; six Finance 
Ministers will be there, and as many 
Ministers for Foreign Affairs if Signor 
Grandi may be reckoned in that capacity 
for Italy. The total number of delegates 
is estimated at over five hundred when 
the experts are counted in, and in this 
connection. it is a little surprising that, 
whereas the French, German, Belgian and 
Italian delegates contain each an eminent 
financial or industrial expert, there is no 
single representative of either banking or 
industry in the British contingent. The 
United States will have their now tradi- 
tional observer, and the British Dominions 
will not be unrepresented. The coming 
together of this great assemblage 1s, 
indeed, the outward expression of the 
universal hope that the third and final 
phase in the long work of restoring 
Europe to normal peace conditions has 
now at length arrived. 

Mr. Snowden and his colleagues hav 
gone to The Hague with an entirely free 
hand, At no stage during the prelimi- 
nary negotiations has the British Govern- 
ment officially committed itself in 
advance, either to acceptance or rejection 
of the Young Report. Just before the 
recess Mr. Snowden very properly assured 
the House of Commons that he was deter- 
mined to protect British interests. If 
that sentence sounded a little ominous to 
French ears, it is only because the 
memory of his recent indiscretion on the 
subject of war debts—committed, it 1s 
true, while he was still enjoying the com- 
parative irresponsibility of the Opposi- 
tion bench—is, unfortunately, still fresh. 
His position in this respect is, therefore, 
perhaps, rendered a trifle more delicate 
than it need otherwise have been, but he 
will have ample opportunity during the 
Conference of re-establishing that feeling 
of mutual confidence and cordiality which 
has been a little obscured bya momentary 
outburst of parliamentary fervour. 

Meanwhile it would be idle to. pretend 
that the Young Report has been popular 
in this country. So much may be ad- 
mitted without any ingratitude either to 
the memory of Lord Revelstoke, who 
nobly gave his life in this last, and 
eminent, service to his copntry, or to the 
endurance and resourcefulness of Sir 
Josiah Stamp and Sir Charles Addis, but 
for whose persistent and untiring efforts 
the Committee of Experts might have 
broken up in disorder. 


TO-DAY AT THE 
HAGUE. 


THE PUBLIC SESSION, 
From “ Tue Times’’ CoRRESPONDENT. 
THE HAGUE, Monday. 


A meeting of the leaders of the six dele- 
gations principally concerned was held at 
eight o'clock in M. Briand’s hotel to discuss 
arrangements for the formal opening to- 
morrow of ' The Hague Conference, 1929.”’ 
Some delegations are understood to have 
objected to direct references to such subjects 
as reparations, the Rhineland, or the 
‘* liquidation of the war”; others to the 
coupling of one with another, and yet others 
to the mention of one without the other. 

The meeting was quite brief. It was 
decided that there should be a short public 
opening session at eleven o'clock to-morrow 
morning, at which Jonkheer Reelaerts Van 
Blokland, the Dutch Foreign Minister, will 
make a speech of welcome to the delegates. 
It was suggested that M. Briand should 
reply on behalf of the visitors. ‘These two 
speeches, according to present arrangements, 
will complete the public ceremony. 

At four o'clock in the afternoon there will 
be a private meeting, at which the delegates 
will proceed tu select a President of the 
Conference and to discuss the constitution 
of the secretariat and other matters of 
organisation. 


PRIESTS CONDEMNED 
TO DEATH. 


SOVIET TRIBUNAL’S 
DECISION, 


In a message from Riga yesterday, 7/e 
Times Correspondent says:—A Soviet ‘J1i- 
bunal at Samara has condemned to death two 
Orthodox priests named Zhuravlieff and F ry- 
akhin, and four members of their congreéga- 
tion; after a trial lasting a fortnight. The 
charges against them. were healing the sick, 
casting out devils, and urging the faithtul 
not to observe Soviet laws. The prosecutor 
held that the accused were responsible for 
the bad results of the grain campaign im 
their district. 

The Soviet authorities have arrested near 
Voronezh the leaders of an alleged counter- 
revolutionary religious organisation called 
Krestonostsy—Cross Bearers—on the ground 
that they have hindered Soviet agricultural 
plans for several years. 


DAME FAWCETT. 


GREATEST FIGURE IN 
SUFFRAGE MOVEMENT. 


The Daily News and Westminster Gazette 
to-day says:—Dame Millicent Fawcett was, 
perhaps, the greatest, as she was the oldest, 
figure in the women’s suffrage movement. 
She was on the platform at the first meeting 
held in London, and for over sixty years 
she was associated with the cause. 

During that period it went through many 
vicissitudes before it came to its final 
triumph during the present year, and her 
influence was still powerfully felt even when 
the’ tactics of the militant suffragists had 
taken the forward wing of the movement 
away from her. To the end of her life the 
cause of women found her ever a ready and 
imstructed champion.

THIRTEEN . NATIONS 
REPRESENTED. 


The delegations of the various Powers 
have reached The Hague for the open- 
ing to-day of the important Confer- 
ence at which it is hoped that not 
alone the question of reparations, but 
the equally difficult problem of the 
evacuation of the Rhineland will be 
finally settled, 

While statesmen of the different countries 
are optimistic as to the results of the 
Conference, the general impression 
appears to be that agreement will 
only be reached after sittings which 
may last for several weeks.

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DUTCH COMPLIMENT TO 
BRITISH DELEGATES. 
From Kevuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 

THE HAGUE, Monday. 

Fifteen years after the outbreak of the 

Great War a Conference of the Powers 

“to liquidate financially the  conse- 

quences of that war,” opens at The Hague 

to-morrow. Thirteen nations will be 
represented, and the Dutch railway 
authorities, in placing railway carriages 
at the disposal of the British Delegation 
marked ‘‘ For peace party,’ were. 
perhaps, nearer the truth than they had 
imagined; for this conference at The 

Hague can justly be regarded as one of 

the most important since that of 

Versailles. 

Not only is the entire reparations ques- . 
tion. which has been the bugbear of 
Europe since the conclusion of the war, 
to be definitely settled, but the .thorny 
problem of the Rhineland evacuation is 
also to be disposed of for good, in order 
to bring about that apotheosis desired by 
all statesmen—the pacification of Europe. 


OPTIMISTIC STATESMEN. 

Optimism prevails among the statesmen’ 
assembled here that that result will be 
achieved. though the difficulties are not 
minimised. Mr. Henderson, the British 
Foreign Secretary, stated yesterday that 
he thought the Conference would certainly 
lead to the Rhineland being evacuated by 
both the British and Freneh, while a 
German delegate, although not so con- 
fident, expressed the opinion that there 
was no possible justification for foreign 
troops to remain in the Rhineland, and 
said that Germany expected a binding 
promise from the French and British that 
the occupied areas would be evacuated as 
soo. as the Young Plan came into opera 
tion. 

‘ It would be a slur on Great Britain 
remarked the German spokesman, - ' to 
doubt the pledge given by the Treaty of 
Locarno. that she would come to the aid 
of France in the case of aggression bi 
Germany. and that pledge, together with 
the fact that the reparations problem was 
settled by the Young Plan. must sa tists 
France’s desire in every respect. 


A FRENCH PROPOSAL. 

As revards the French proposal for a 
Committee of “‘ Verification and Conet!ta- 
tion” in the Rhineland, the German 
delevate declared that there was no reason 
whatever for such a committee, and the 
German Government would undoubtedly 
resent its imposition beyond 1935, thouch 
it might be prepared to come to some com- 
promise on the point up to that year, 
even though by doing so it would certainly 
cause the Government great political diff- 
culties at home from the large body of 
public opinion which was utterly averse to 
any sort of control of the Rhineland after 
the evacuation, regarding it as a violation 
of German Sovereign rights. 

However, this was a subject that could 
be discussed, and the German delegation 
hoped to persuade Great Britain of the 
unwisdom of insisting upon a measure 
which would oniv cause bad blood between 
Germany and France at the very time 
when every effort should be made to im 
prove the relations ‘between the two 
countries. 


THE YOUNG PLAN. 

That the Young Plan will eventually 
be adopted by all the Powers concerned, 
despite the distribution difficulties, does 
not appear to be doubted by the delega- 
tions here, though it is admitted that the 
Conference may last several weeks before 
an agreement is reached on this point, and 
there is even talk of it being carried on 
until the September meeting of the 
Leacue of. Nations Assembly. 

The question of the state of the Saar 
region 1s also to be raised by the German 
Foreign Minister, Dr. ‘Stresemann, with 
M. Briand. Although tke latter has ex- 
pressed the view that it would be inoppor- 
tune to do so at this Conference, the 
Germans feel that it is e subject which 
cannot be avoided to liquidate the effects 
of the war; and thev are determined to 
broach tt in the way o: direct negotiations 
with France. regarding the problem as one 
affecting only France, Germany and the 
League of Nations. 


TO-MORROW’S CONFERENCE.. 

All the delegations are in The Hague 
now ready for the formal opening of the 
(‘onference to-morrow at 11 a.m. in the 
First Chamber of the States General, when 
the Dutch Foreign Minister, M. Loudon, 
will welcome them in the name of the 
Dutch Government, and wish them success 
in their efforts to bring about the final 
pacification of Zurope. 

M. Briand, who arrived this evening, at 
once conferred with the representatives of 
the other nations as to the agenda for the 
Conference. The British delegates are Mr. 
Henderson, Foreign Secretary ; Mr. Snow- 
den, Chancellor of the Exchequer, and 
Mr. William Graham, President of the 
Board of Trade. The Germans have Herr 
Stresemann, the Foreign Minister; Dr. 
Curtius, Minister of Economics; Dr. 
Helderding, Minister of Finance; Herr 
Schacht, President of the Reichsbank ; 
Herr Kastel, the German _ industrialist ; 
Herr von Schubert, Under-Secretary of 
State, and other Foreign Office officials. 
France is represented by M. Briand, M. 
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BLANDFO , HURRY ON, 


The First Chamber of the States General 
is in the building knéwn as the “ Binnen- 
hof,’’ which was formerly a palace of the 
Princes of Orange, and the hall is rather 
small, as it only contains seats for about 
sixty deputies, whereas the various delega- 
tions and journalists in The Hague number 
several hundreds. Several rooms in the 
“Binnenhof” have been prepared for the 
various committees which will be formed, 
while the Press men have been given a 
large room, with desks, telephone boxes 
and a telegraph office, placed at their 
disposal by the Dutch authorities, who are 
extremely anxious to make everyone feel 
at home at The Hague. 


A GERMAN VIEW. 


LONG SITTING EXPECTED. 


From REUTER s$ CORRESPONDENT, 
BEREIN, Monday. 

Although not sharing M. Sauerwein’s 
prognostication that the end of The Hague 
Conference is not to be expected before 
the end of the year, German Government 
circles are not very optimistic regarding 
the early conclusion ‘of the deliberations, 
in view of the manifold wishes of some 
of the former Allies, which, it is pointed 
out, conflict to some extent with the 
Young plan; especially Mr. Snowden’s 
request as regards the British share of 
the reparations. 

The question of evacuation, however, 1s 
no longer a matter for argument for 
Germany, whose delegation will insist on 
this claim being settled independently 
from the settlement of the other problems. 

The Germans also insist that, if the 
Conference desires “to liquidate finan- 
cially the consequences of the war,” the 
demand for a Conciliation Committee 
must be dropped. 


NAVAL LIMITATION.

JAPANESE ADMIRAL’S 
STATEMENT. 
From Revurer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
TOKIO, Monday. 

What appears to be confirmation of 
Japan’s intention of urging a ten-ten- 
seven ratio for auxiliary vessels, is con- 
tained in a speech by the Minister of 
Marine at a conference of Prefectural 
Governors. i 

Referring to the question of naval 
limitation, Admiral Takarabe is quoted 
as saying, ‘‘ Although some observers 
affirm that Japan’s insistence on an 
auxiliary vessel’s ratio is based on a 
weak foundation, they are wrong, as it 
has a firm basis. Consequently . Japan 
will insist on this ratio and endeavour 
to obtain the acquiescence of the Powers 
at the future Disarmament Conference.”’ 


WORLD PEACE. 

While insisting upon the necessity for a 
ratio, Admiral Takarabe asserted that 
Japanese naval men were in favour of 
further disarmament for the sake of world 
peace. Although Admiral Takarabe 
apparently failed to specify what ratio 
would be demanded, it is presumed that 
he referred to the ten-ten-seven, as this 
has been frequently mentioned in the 
past. 


NAVAL PROBLEMS. 


ITALY AND SUBMARINES. 
From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 


ROME, Monday. 

Italy will never be willing or able to 
apply the vardstick to submarines as a 
weapon in the Mediterranean, 

Admiral Carlo Grenet, the 
eminent Italian naval authority, com- 
menting on the current naval problems 
and the meetings of Premier Macdonald 
and Ambassador Dawes to prepare the 
cround for another limitation discussion. 

Admiral Grenet takes exception to the 
remarks quoted of the new Labour First 
Lord of the British Admiralty, who said, 
apropos of the H 47 disaster, that the 
British Government hoped that  sub- 
marines would soon be abolished. 
Admiral Grenet declares that the aboli- 
tio: of submarines would be a great 
advantage to the big Naval Powers, which 
the little Powers would never accept, 
pointing to the lack of success of the Root 
resolution, which was intended to limit 
the activities of submarines. 


A DOUBLE PURPOSE. 

It is clear that nothing will prevent 
the weaker naval Powers from using sub- 
warines for a double purpose, he said. 
First, to limit naval domination of the 
larger Powers, such as England and 
America, to the larger open seas, and 
se keep the. lines of supplies in the inner 
seas; second, to attack the communica- 
tion lines of the strong adversaries, 

According to Admiral Grenet, the last 
war showed how difficult it was for the 
Jarge naval Powers to defend their com- 
munication lines against submarines, 
which difficulty will be greater in the next 
war, because of the improvement in the 
effectiveness of the submarines. 


THE CASE OF THE MEDITERRANEAN 

It is obvious that the “little: naval 
Powers will never renounce a means of 
defence without which they would be 
completely subjugated by the dominating 
naval Powers, he said. 

Admiral Grenet concludes that, as án 
the case of gas, it will be impossible to 
reach any agreement by treaty or. protocol 
to limit or abandon the use of submarines, 
and he concludes:—If big naval Powers 
gained more tranquillity in their domin- 
unce of seas through big surface units, 
Ituly, which aims at naval. parity with 
France, will require submarines in the 
Mediterranean, and it would be in a fatal 
situation without them.

The Graf Zeppelin, at the conclusion of its 
flight over the Atlantic, sailed majestically 
over New York, and touched earth again at 
9.25 last evening at the Nava] Air Station 
at Lakehurst. ‘lhe flight was made in 96 
hours 25 minutes. 

Everybody on board was well and happy, 
except the stowaway, who had been in soli- 
tary confinement in a small compartment since 
his presence in the Zeppelin was discovered. 
All the passengers were thrilled by what they 
described as a wonderful voyage. 

The airship made one of the finest landings 
ever seen at the air field, and was tied up 
at the mooring mast in a brisk wind, which, 
however, Faimáir died down, At 1.55 this 
morning she was pulled down and * walked ”’ 
into the hangar by the ground crew. 

FLIGHT ROUND THE WORLD. 

fore npr are being made to refuel the 
dirigible tor the return flignt to Friedrich- 
shafen, which, Dr. Eckener, the commander 
of the Zeppelin, stated, would start ‘on 
Wednesday evening, and would be the first 
stage of the airship’s proposed flight round 
the world. 

The actual time taken to reach Lakehurst 
was 95 hours 43 minutes, but Dr. Eckener 
could not resist the temptation to circle round 
the field and then head back again over New 
York. While the Zeppelin ‘cruised over the

Dr. Kiep, the manager of the Hapag (Ham: 7 

burg-America ‘Transport Company), said that 
the company “ had decided to put its whole 
organisation behind the project of building 
airships. The performance of the Zeppelin 
had proved, he said, shat ‘‘ other ships could 
be built with stronger engines, so that Trans- 
atlantic trips could be made with greater 
reguiarity and speed.'' 
The passengers have organised an associa- 
tion of ' Brothers and Sisters of the Zep- 
pelin” -M. Werner Stauffacher, a Berne 
business man, has been chosen president. 

The stowaway was taken over, immediately 
the Zeppelin landed, by the immigration 
authorities, who propose to return him to 
Germany by the first available boat: 

THE STOWAWAY’S IMPRESSIONS. 

The stowaway on the Zeppelin told the re- 
porters this evening that.he was through with 
airships for all time. He-said he had been 
fairly well. treated, .. although - under... close 
arrest. He had enough to eat, but not 
enough to drink, “He will be deported by the 
next German’ liner leaving New York. 

“Zeppelin travel; there's nothing like 
it,”’ one enthusiastic passenger said. ” “No 
dust, dirt or smoke; but smooth riding and 
leisure hours that almost made one want to 
sail on for ever. The quarters were small, 
but comfortable; and the food—unever on the 
finest ocean liners have I enjoyed meals-more. 
The chef’s efforts were superb. The ship 
sailed smoothly, although when facing 
strong headwinds, there was slight: swinging 
motion which frighteried some of the pas- 
sengers. There was hardly any vibration; 
none of the jars or bumps that one gets in an 
aeroplane. During the day time we 
wrote letters or talked and explored the ship. 
At night we sat and talked or played cards, 
sang and danced. There was one great hard- 
ship, we could not smoke, nor were we 
allowed to throw anything out of the 
windows, in case it should blow into one of 
the open motors. A lot’ of amusement was 
provided by the gorilla and chimpanzee. 
Both, however, were seasick. None of the 
canaries felt any ill effects. Many animal 


When the ship 
landed a face was seen peering from an upper 
window, and everyone cheered loudly, think- 
ing it was the gorilla; it turned out, however, 
to be a member of the crew.” 

GETTING READY TO RETURN. 

Like a giant mastiff on its bed of straw, 
the Graf Zeppelin was safely berthed in its 
hangar to-day, and is now being prepared for 
its return voyage to Friedrichshafen, and the 
cruise round the world that is to follow. 
Workmen swarm over the mighty craft patch-- 
ing the envelope where tiny holes were torn 
by the ocean winds; and, this afternoon, the 
process of pumping in gas for fuel and 
hydrogen for lifting the dirigile was begun. 
The loading of provisions went on apace and 
enormous crowds. larger even than yesterday, 
passed through the hangar to gaze on the 
Zeppelin, which lay alongside the sister ship 
Los Angeles of the United States Navy. 

Twenty-two days after she casts off from 
here on Wednesday she will return to New. 
York, if the hopes of her commander Captain 
Eckener are fulfilled. The route’ will “be 
Friedrichshafen, Tokio, Los Angeles, Rich- 
mond and Virginia. The latter terminus has

Captain Eckener announced to-day that 
four new Zeppelins, each twice the size of the 
Graf Zeppelin, are to be built for the Trans- 
atlantic service to begin in 1931. On the 
present trip, the second she has made within 
the year to the United States, the Zeppelin 
brought nineteen passengers, a gorilla, a 
chimpanzee, 600 canaries, 15 sacks of first- 
class mail and the 17-year-old stowaway 
Albert Boschke, the baker's apprentice, . of 
Duesseldorf. 

BERLIN, Monday. 

The Times Correspondent states :—Presi- 
dent. von Hindenburg has _ telegraphed his 
‘‘heartiest congratuiations’’ to Dr. Eckener 
onthe successful conclusion of the second 
Atlantic flight of the Graf Zeppelin. This 
flight has considerably strengthened German 
faith in the future of airships. 

DR. ECKENER GREATLY PLEASED. 

Dr. Eckener.is particularly, pleased with 
the flight, and points out that the time from 
coast to coast, sixty-seven hours, compares 
favourably with that. of the fastest ocean 
liner. He intends, if ciréumstánces Permit, 
to begin the return journey on Wednesday, 
and, if all goes well, the Graf Zeppelin should 
reach Friedrichshafen on Sunday next. 

Dr. Eckener does not regard the Graf 
Zeppelin as suitable for regular trans-oceanic 
service, and the next Zeppelin to be built is:

“ contains the essential principles of the grain 
in their normal association as esters and alde- 
hydes ’’—whatever that means. But if any- 
one is in doubt this is apparently synonymous 
to saying that it is the real stuff. 

According to the Louisville Distillery the 
way to obtain the whiskey is to order on 
‘‘Government Form 1410,” through the 
“nearest jobber’’ or through the distillery 
itself, Unfortunately the privilege of pur- 
chase is limited to ‘physician permittees 
only,”’

OBITUARY. 


SIR MAURICE DOCKRELL. 


We regret. te announce the death of Sir 
Maurice .Dockrell, which took place at. his 
residence; Camolin, Monkstown, Co. Dublin,’ 
yesterday, Head of the well-known firm of 
Thomas Dockrell, Sons and Co., Ltd., South 
Great George’s. street, Dublin, Sir Maurice 
had for fifty years played an important part 
in the commercial life of the city. Son of 
the late Mr. Thomas Dockrell, J.P., of 
Monkstéwn,. he was born in 1850, and 
received his early education in Portora Royal 
School, Afterwards he went to Trinity 
College,. Dublin,. and entered his father’s 
business, at an early age. The firm was then 
known as Thomas Dockrell and Son, of South 
Great George's street. Sir Maurice was a 
man of great driving force and strength of 
character, and he had a wonderful sense of 
humour which helped to carry him through 
many ° difficulties. Under his guidance the 
firm rapidly went ahead. It was incorporated 
as a.limited liability company in 1890,: with 
Sir ..aurice:as chairman. The firm found 
employment for several hundred persons, by 
whom Sir Maurice was held in the greatest 
respect and esteem for ‘his kindly nature 
and for the personal interest which he and, 
until her death, Lady Dockrell took in the 
welfare of their employés. 

A man of tireless energy, Sir Maurice 
found time to devote attention to the affairs 
of the city outside his own ‘business, and for 
many years he was a member of the Dublin 
Port and Docks Board, being vice-chairman 
for three successive years. Tre was also a 
member of the Council of the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce, He was appointed 
by the Government of the day as a member 
of the Commission to inquire into State 
purchase of the liquor interest. Here, as in 
all other spheres, his personality asserted 
itself, and his advice was readily sought by 
his colleagues. Positions of trust and honour 
came almost naturally to a man whose genial 
po and.charm won friendship wherever 
ie moved. ~ He held very high rank in the 
Masonic Order, and led the office oí 
Sword-Bearer in the Grand Lodge, and was 
a liberal supporter to its schools and other 
benevolent--works. <A Justice ‘of the Peace 
for the City of Dublin and Deputy Lieu- 
tenant for County Dublin, he received the 
honour of knighthood in 1905. 

Although a Unionist in. politics, he 
wes a great favourite with all classes. 
A ready speaker on the public plat- 
form, with a gift of humour racy of the soil, 
he was always a favourite even amongst his 
political opponents, who appreciated’ the 
shafts with, which he so often scored. ‘He 
contested unsuccessfully in 1888 the St. 
Patrick's Division of Dublin, but in 1918, 
under the redistribution of constituencies, he 
was elected in a three-cornered fight for Rath- 
mines Division, and represented that con- 
stituency at Westminster until October, 1922, 
when Southern Ireland, following the Treaty, 
ceased to have representation in the House of 
Commons. In Westminster, as elsewhere, he 
was a-smccess.. He was in the peculiar posi- 
tion of being one of the two members. of 
Parliament trom ‘Southern Ireland to whom 
péople could look for- assistance at West- 
minster, Mi willingly he lent himselt to 
the task of helping those who sought his aid, 
and, as might have been expected from him, 
he drew no line of distinction, but gave cheer- 
fuliy of his serviées to people of all shades of 
political thought. In the House itself his free 
style’ and forcible language, with its actom- 
panying gift-of humour, made him a very 
popular figure, while it made him an equally 
formidable adversary. Sir Maurice was ap- 
pointed Chairman of the Recruiting and Red 
Cross Committees for the City and County of 
Dublin from their inanguration . to. the 
termination of the war, and as a member of 
Parliament was indefatigable in forwarding 
the claims of Irish ex-Service men. He also 
was one of a committee of six who in 1921 
negotiated the Truce which led to the cessa- 
tion of hostilities and paved the way to the 
Treaty. : 

He was married in 1875 to the daughter 
of a well-known Dublin solicitor, Mr. G. W. 
Shannon, and had six sons and a daughter. 
Lady Dockrell, who was a very well-known 
figure in the “public life of the city and 
county, died about three ‘years ago. Sir 
Maurice is survived by three sons—Mr. 
Henry M. Dockrell, now managing director 
of the firm} Dr. M. Dockrell, and Mr. 
Kenneth Dockrell, K.C.—and by one 
daughter, Dr. Dorothy Dockrell, who is also 
a director of the firm.

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RAIN SPOILS OUTDOOR 
ATTRACTIONS. 


The very large number of cross-Channe]l 
visitors that came to Dublin during 
Saturday and Sunday last was consider- 
ably augmented yesterday. More than 
5,500 passengers arrived at Kingstown in 
the morning and approximately 1,200 in 
the evening. | 

Three steamers sailed from Holyhead in 
the morning—the Hibernia with 1,400 
passengers, the Mellifont with over 700, 
and the Scotia with 1,400. Seven trains 
supplied by the Great Southern Railways 
Company carried the ‘majority of these 
visitors to Dublin. 

About six hundred people from the 
midlands of England who took the day 
trip to Killarney arranged by the London, 
Midland and Scottish Railway Company, 
travelled to their destination by special 
trains, in which dining aecommodation 
had been provided. 

Visitors were prominent in the city 
streets in the early part of the day, when 
the weather was favourable, but rain com- 
menced to fall in the afternoon and drove 
hundreds indoors. The downpour per- 
sisted for the rest of the day. 

CRUISES IN DUBLIN BAY. 

Coasting cruises in Dublin Bay proved 
very popular, and the Bank Holiday trip 
to the Isle of Man was a great attraction. 
The railway stations were crowded with 
excursionists, for whose convenience 
frequent trains were provided, and tram- 
cars and omnibuses conveyed great num- 
bers to Howth and Bray and other 
favourite resorts Within easy reach of the 
city. 

The races at Leopardstown also drew 
a big attendance, the Grand Prize being, 
as usual, a most interesting event. 

There were sufficient attractions to 
cater’.for most tastes. The golf links 
near and far were animated places. Many 
cricket. matches. took place, and a good 
programme of athletics was brouglit off at 
Croke Park, among the competitors being 
members of the famous Achilles Club. 

A large number of people travelled 
Wicklow for the annual regatta, and 
night greyhound racing drew crowds 
Shelbourne Park. 

If. the rain spoiled the enjoyment 
outdoor amusement, it did good to the 
picture houses. There were satisfactory 
‘*houses’’ in these places of entertain- 
ment, and at night the theatres also had 
large bookings. 


BELFAST CONTINUES AT WORK. 

The August Bank Holiday 1s not observed 
as a general holiday in Belfast, and work 
proceeded as usual yesterday in the ship- 
yards, linen mills, factories, and city offices. 
The banks were closed, however; also the 
Government offices and the Stock Exchange. 

Many of the linen mills and factories have 
just resumed after prolonged July holidays, 
while the shipyards, engineering and other 
works were closed for tem days last month. 

There was a big rush to Portrush yester- 
day from all parts of Northern Ireland, it 
being the general holiday in Coleraine, Bally- 
mena, Larne, Garvagh, Kilrea, Randalstown, 
Cookstown, Limavady, and Dungiven, as 
well as Derry City. It was estimated that 
at least ten thousand people had been con- 
veyed from these places to Portrush and 
Portstewart by train, while many thousands 
went by ‘bus. i ! ; 

The August Bank Holiday is growing m 
favour in the North, and many more towns 
are considering making it their general holi- 
day.

YOUNG SAILOR’S ACCOUNT. 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
BRUSSELS, Monday. 

The newspapers publish an account give" 
by a sailor lad of 17 named De Somer, one 
of the crew of the Joseph III., the motor 
boat, which was sunk in collision with the 
Knocke in Ostend Harbour yesterday. 

He says—‘‘ The Joseph [Il]. was just 
coming into port with about 55 passengers oi: 
board, Captain Van Loocke being at the 
wheel. When about 25 metres from the quay 
we noticed the Knocke, which was just put 
ing out to sea on our left, only a few metres 
away from our vessel. We made frantic 
signs to the Captain of the Knocke that she 
should pass to the BEI seeing that the 
Knocke did not change her course the captain 
put the wheel over to the left, but the Knocke 
at that moment did the same, with the result 
that the two vessels collided. The Josepia 
1II. sank in five minutes.’’ 

Rescue work was instantly begun by the 
Knocké and a number of fishing boats and a 
tug, which happened to be near, also joined 
in the work. 

According to the statement of Captain 
Beauprez, of the Knocke, his vessel was 
going slowly, with the Joseph III. on her 
left. The Knocke whistled twice to signal a 
change of direction. When they were 50 
metres from the Joseph 111. the signal was 
given again, and the Knocke steered to the 
right. At that very moment the Joseph III 
changed her course, and was run down by 
the bai, 

Jt will thus be seen that the two statements 
contradict each other. An investigation is 
heing conducted into the affair, in order to 
decide responsibility for the tragedy.

In this connection Lord Craigavon has 
sent, through the Governor of Northern 
Ireland, a request to His Royal [lighness 
mm issue a message in support oí the 
movement to rush Ulster goods,” and it 
is hoped that he will graciously do so at 
an early date. The value of such a 
message is certain to be very great, as it 
will be world-wide and may be broad- 
cast. The Free State has also claims on 
the Earl of Ulster, as, of course, his title 
includes the Ulster counties of Donegal, 
Cavan and Monaghan; which are under 
the jurisdiction of the Dublin Parliament. 
In any case, whatever profits one part of 
Ireland is certain to help the other, owing 
to the stream of business which flows con-. 
tinually between North and South. 


“MENACE OF THE BORDER.”’ 


The trend of opinion in many quarters 
in the North regarding the division of 
Ireland may be gathered from the out- 
spoken comments made during the week- 
end at the proceedings in connection with 
the installation of a minister for the 
united Presbyterian congregations of 
Clarkesbridge and First: Newtownhamil- 
ton, Co. Armagh. In responding to the 
toast of the Governor of Northern Ireland, 
Mr. Alexander Fisher, solicitor, Newry, 
condemned the border, and said that he 
hoped the day would soon come when 
Ireland would be one, as it was before. 
He thought that the recent meeting of 
the General Assembly in Dublin would do 
an immense amount of good towards re- 
moving that difficulty, and many thou- 
sands of his fellow-Presbyterians, as well 
as of other Protestant communions, are 
of the same way of thinking. The cordial 
manner in which the delegates were re- 
ceived is not forgotten, and their visit to 
the South removed many misapprehen- 
sions 

The references made by Mr. Haslett, a 
Protestant member of Dail Eireann, are 
also worthy of consideration. He declared 
that Ireland was small enough béfore it 
was divided, and that the border was a 
menace to the country as a whole. In 
stating further that he would be glad to 
see it swept away, Mr. Haslett pointed 
out that it was not the Free State that 
had put the border there, but the people 
who mapped out the Government of Ire- 
land Bill. Most people believe that the 
border is a-nuisance, and hurtful to the 
prosperity of every section of the com- 
munity, with the possible exception of the 
politicians, who flourish on its existence. 
Probably in the end it will be found that 
Ireland cannot afford to keep up two ex- 
pensive Governments, and then it will be 
necessary to introduce more economical 


methods. 
RULERS OF THE WAVES. 


Is the old song, “ Britannia rules the 
waves, becoming a back number? The 
newspapers devote a good deal of space 
from time to time to discussions about 
the parity of naval armaments and war- 
ships and so forth, and one hears but 
little of the English Admirals of olden 
days whose names are enshrined in song 
and story. Even in Ireland the British 
tradition seems to be in danger of losing 
some of its lustre, as rival claims are 
being advanced regarding the control of 
the waters which wash our shores “The 
trouble about Lough Foyle has not 
diminished, although for the moment 
there is silence in official quarters. In 
the meantime, it is interesting to note 
that strategic points on the seashore, both 
North and South, are guarded by imperial 
forces, and only last week Kilroot, on 
Belfast Lough, was the scene of opera- 
tions by English territorial artillerymen, 
while military manceuvres have just 
begun behind the Divis range of moun- 
tains in County Antrim. Perhaps, these 
facts supply the best answer as to who 
rules the waves around this little island 
of ours. i 

Nevertheless, interest is unabated in 
the struggle for local jurisdiction in 
Lough Foyle, although no one believes 
that there will be any serious difficulty 
in solving the problem. The question is 
discussed in the clubs and wherever 
people gather together, but it has pro- 
duced more entertainment than anything 
else, excepting, of course, amongst those 
who received broken heads and injury to 
their property. In the end, Britain. will 
determine the jurisdiction, and the com- 
petent Courts will settle the fishery rights 
according to law. 


A VOICE FROM THE PAST. 


Ireland has always been a stormy 
countiy, and it is of interest to note that, 
in the Belfast News-Letter exactly 150 
years ago, a reference was made to the 
osition of affairs as they then existed. 
n an excerpt from an address by the 
Dean of “ Glocester ” it was stated—‘‘ As 
to the invasion of Ireland, it is much 
more distant from the enemy s coasts 
than England is, and therefore the great

fleet of transports necessary for such an 
invasion is,so,much the more liable to be 
destroyed by our frigates, cutters, and 
cruizers—not to mention the various 
accidents of storms and tempests to be 
expected in so long a navigation in those 
seas and en those shores, After landing, 
the country of Ireland is naturally 
stronger and fuller of tenable places than 
England, by means of numerous lakes, 
bogs, ete. Tt has also much less stores 
of provisions for an enemy to subsist 
upon. 

From Sligo there also came a report, 
dated 29th “duly, 1779, that ‘‘ the three 
men Jately taken up in this town and 
committed to the county jail on suspicion 
of being French. spies, were this morning 
transmitted hence to Dublin under a 
strong party of the First Horse.” In those 
far-off days there was little doubt as to 
who ruled the waves. The journey from 
Sligo to Dublin must also have been 
something in the nature of an adventure, 
a century and a half ago, travelling 
through wild districts even on horseback. 
Nowadays the swift motor cars and ’buses 
make light of such a distance. 


ANGRY SOCIALIS1S. 


Mr. Devlin, the Nationalist leader in 
the Northern House of Commons, has 
siven offence to the Socialist Party in 
Belfast simply because he was loyal to his 
own political colour. In the last Parlia- 
ment the Nationalis.s and Socialists 
virtually worked together in opposition to 
the Government, but when the elections 
came along Mr. McMullen, one of the 
sitting Socialist members, was opposed 
and defeated by a Nationalist, with the 
powerful personal assistance of Mr. 
Devlin. Another Socialist member, Mr. 
S. Kyle, was defeated by a Unionist, who 
has since received the honour of a Knight- 
hood ; only one member, Mr. Beatty. being 
left to uphold the standard of labour. 
This was a sore blow to the little party. 
who still maintain that their cause. is 
flourishing in Belfast; notwithstanding 
their defeat at the polls, which is attri- 
buted to jerrymandering and the with- 
drawal of proportional representation. 
Speaking at the Irish Labour Party and 
Trades Union Congress. in Limerick a few 
days ago, Mr. McMullen said that Mr. 
Devlin had shown himself to be a greater 
enemy of the workers than even Lord 
Craigavon was, the Prime Minister being 
at least an open foe. Mr. McMullen con- 
tended that the Socialist candidates were 
misrepresented, and declared that the 
Nationalist Party played the Tories’ game 
in as scientific and as dirty a manner as 
the Tories themselves could do it. It was, 
therefore, only right, he added, that the | 
Labour Party in England should be made 
acquainted with Mr. Devlin’s attitude. 
The head and front of Mr. Devlin’s offend- 
ing seems to be that he was true to his 
own party, and won the fight. As a 
matter of fact, the principles of Socialism 
are alien to the “ Ulster tradition,” and, 
so far as Lord Craigavon is concerned, he 
cannot be blamed for fighting against 
them as best he can. 


PROSFECTS FOR THE BIG RACE. 


Many of the drivers who are to com- 
pete in the Tourist Trophy Car Race, on 
the 17th inst., have already arrived in 
Belfast and gone over the course. Their 
impressions are altogether favourable. 
Several important improvements have 
been made, and the roadway is in ex- 
cellent condition, while the. grand stands 
are being erected in a position to com- 
mand the best view of the racing. The 
Dublin victor, N. Ivanovsky, is quite 
enthusiastic about the course as a test 
for both drivers and cars, He says that 
it is one of the best he has ever been over, 
much better than most continental tracks, 
and more difficult to negotiate than .the 
Phonix Park circuit. The Northern 
course presents all the usual hazards of 
road racing, with twists and turns and 
sharp corners, together with long stretches 
of wide roads, calling for both skill and 
daring. 

Every precaution is being taken for the 
safety of both drivers and spectators, and, 
if favoured with good weather, the fixture 
is expected to exceed even the outstanding 
success of last vear. There are over 
seventy entries, and M. Ivanovsky thinks 
that there will be about sixty starters,‘ and 
that the winner will average from 70 to 
72 miles per hour. When questioned as to 
his own chances, 
very modest and merely said that-the T.T. 
race was a very different “ proposition ”’ 
from the Dublin one. 


DISTINGUISHED VISITORS. 


With the holiday season in full swine, 
great crowds of “ trippers” are visiting 
the province from England and Scotland. 
and the various shipping companies 
intimate that they conveyed “record ”' 
number of passengers during the. week-end. 
Several additional steamers have to be 
engaged on the service from cross-Channel 
ports. Amongst the visitors who arrived 
last Saturday were Sir Austen and Lady 
Chamberlain, who were accompanied by 
their daughter, Miss Diana Chamberlain. 

They are the guests of Lord and Lady 
Londonderry at Mount Stewart, near 
Newtownards, and during the afternoon 
Lady Chamberlain and Miss.Chamberlain 
attended the regatta at White Rock on 
Strangford Lough, where Mr. J. M. 
Andrews, D.L., M.P.. the Minister of 
Labour, and his brother, Lord Justice 
Andrews, have their summer home. The 
visit of Sir Austen is of a purely private 
nature and has no political significance 
whatever.
